Tho completion of railway communication 


to the capital of Mexico is an event worthy 
of celebration. The gap botweeu tho north- 
err, and southern sections ot tho groat Mexi- 
can Central lino is new closed, nod an un- 
broken track unites the City oC Moxico with 
the city of Chicago—tho oldest with tho 
youngest of tho great cities on the western 
hemisphere. A few weeks hence, when tho 
operating arrangements shall have been per- 
fected, the. traveler -will bis able to leavo 
Chicago Monday morning and on the follow- 
ing Sunday emerge from his hotel in tho 
beautiful callo del Ciuco da Mayo to look 
upon tlio famous "bulls of the Montezumas"— 
if he can discover any vestiges of thorn, 
which is very doubtful. 


By co-operativo arrangements throe great 


lines will form one continuous lino from Chi- 
cago to tho Mexican capital—a total distance 
of K,000 miles. From Chicago to Kansas 
City, about 000 miles, tlio train will traverse 
the lluti of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy; 
from Kansas City to El Paso, about 1,010

For Americans as well as for Mexicans, tho 


opening of the Mexican portion of this great 
international lino is tho beginning of a now 
spoch and a new experience, "What sort of 
country is llcxicoi What manner of land 
is it that, though separated from us only by a 
shallow river, has so long been an ultimu 
tliulo, known to the bulk of Amoricuns' only 
by tho accounts they have read of its seeming 
perennial revolutions, yet now is brought as 
nuar and made as otu-dly accessible Of, ths 
Pacific section of our own land: 


GROSS KEBOKS COBItECTED. 


In the average American 
mind, some 


grossly erroneous opinions provailconcerning 
it. As more than half of Moxico lies within 
tho so-called torrid zone, it is popularly 
iir.agiuod to be a land of torrid heat; nnd as 
its people speak a language of which (though 
it is spoken by about one-half of all tho peo- 
ple on this hemisphere) the bulk of Americans 
aro peculiarly ignorant, there is a popular 
American idea that it is a land of some sort 
heathenish. Both are gross orrars, 


Tho Mexican Central railway, in tho whole 


length of its main lino, traverses tho great 
central plateau that comprises more thau 
three-fourths of all Mexico, and upon which 
nine-tenths 
of 
tbo 
population 
of 
the 


country is found. Everywhere upon that 
plateau Ihu climate is much tho same as 
is found in somewhat lower altitudes in 
New Mexico, aClicting humanity with neither 
the intense heat of summer nor the rigorous 
cold of winter that reign alternately in 
the Mississippi valley. This is owing partly 
to tho situation of tho country between two 
great oceans, giving to it tho character of an 
oceanic rutber than a continental climate, 
but chiefly to it* high elevation. The cli- 
matic difference between the iow-ryingtierras 
calientes of the sea-coajts and tho great cen- 
tral plateau, though separated only by tho 
slope of a mountain side, is tho difference be- 
tween the shores of the Amazon and tho 
shores of Lake Michigan in midsummer. 


ICE PLATEAU HOUTE. 


What may bo called the plateau route from 


Chicago to Mexico non-bore penetrates the 
hot region. Crossing the southeastern comer 
of Colorado, it rises in tbo Raton pass, to tro 
elevatioo of 8,000 feet at the boundaiy line of 
!New Moxico, and between that point and the 
Mexicau capital nowhere descends to an ele- 
vation so low as 3,000 feet abovo the sea.

At that 
city, though it is within tho line of the torrid 
zone, the traveler, in winter, should not be 
surprised to see the ground lightly covered 
with snow. And in tho City of Mexico, 
•whoso altitude is between 7,000 and 8.0IX) 
feet, frosty mornings in winter aro moro 
common than sultry days in summer, when 
tho mercury Mjidom marks above 85 degrees 
Fahrenueit.
